James Fitzgerald paid bitterly the law’s 
penalty for the murder of his sweetheart, 
Annie Naessens. 

He was condemned to die and his execu- 
tion set for 6 o’clock Thursday morning. At 
midnight came an order from the Governor 


followed—not by the thud so well known 
by those familiar with hangings. 

Instead there was a terrible rending 
sound, as the thick hemp strained and 
snapped, 

Then came the awful jolt, as the pin- 
ioned body struck the wooden platform 
eight feet below.

about the gallows as the body of the law's 
victim fell sprawling, struggling and strang- 
ling amdéng the doctors below the gallows. 

The horror-stricken doctors picked the 
man up and stood him on his feet.

Even though the Governor did not come 
in from Jefferson City on the early morning 
train as was expected by many; Fitzgerald 
did not-give up hope until the last moment 
of time allowed by the executive. 

In fact the opinion was almost universal 
that if thé sentence was not commuted it 
would be postponed at least for several days. 

He chatted some and even at times joked. 

When he read a story in a morning paper 
reflecting upon the Deputy Sheriffs in con- 
nection with Murderer*Stack Lee’s visit to 
Eleventh and Morgan streets he laughed 
heartily about it ahd cracked several jokes 
at the Sheriff’s expense in conversation with 
Deputy Jailer Will Wagner. 

The prisoner’s breakfast was sent in to 
him at 7:30. It consisted of ham and eggs 
and coffee. He ate it with peeerent relish, 
after which he continued smoking and chat- 
ting. His nerve was re ble. 

About $ o’clock one of his ns, Mary 
Smith, called to see him. She peared in 
greater trepidation Shan he was, and the 
doomed man appeared in the role of consoler 
rather than as the consoled. 

Fr. McErlane was in the cell at the time 

and he smilingly remarked that Fitzgerald 
Was a brave man. The prisoner smiled in 
return and went on in conversation with his 
cousin. . 
As the hour of 10 o’cléck..drew nearé? 
the crowd grew larger and the expectancy 
became more intense. Would the vernor 
grant another reprieve? Would the man’s 
lifa be saved after all? 

These questions were on the minds of 
every one and passed from lip to lip from 
one end of the big building to the other. 
Once the rumor started that the expected 
word had come and it spread like wildfire 
that Fitzgerald would live, but it proved 
only a canard. 

At 9:45 a messenger boy forced his way 
through the crowd without the building and 
in the corridors. The jostling crowd made 
way for him. 

‘‘A telegram for the Sheriff,’’ ran the cry 
through the crowd that knew it meant life 
or death to the condemned man. ‘ 
Sheriff Troll within the cage tore open 
the envelope. 

The telegram read: 

FEB, 20, 9:40 a. m.—Henry Troll, Sheriff: 
I decline to further interfere in the case of 
James Fitzgerald. You can, therefore, only 
discharge your duty. W. J. STONB, 
Governor.

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FIGHT WITHIN’ UNION LINES. 
Old and Successful Leaders ef the 
New Yerk Getment _Werkers 
Have Lost Control.

NEW YORK, Feb. 20.—Another big lo¢ck- 
out of tailors is threatened. Should it be or- 
dered 10,000. tailors will be thrown out of 
work, The trouble is Gue to a fight now 
waging between the general executive board 
of the United Garment Workers and the 
Socialists, who have gained control of the 
United Brotherhood of Tailors. The first 
named organization ig the central body of 
all the tailors and garment workers’ unions 
in the United States and the Brotherhood 
of Tailors is the chief body of the local 
unions of tailors. 

The trouble dates back to the first of the 
present year. At the annual election of offi- 
cers of the Brotherhood of Tailors, held 
early in January, the Socialistic element 
elected their candidates and obtained con- 
trol. The men who organized the brotherhood 
and who had conducted it successfully for 
five years immediately resigned. They were 
Meyer Schoenfeld, Herman Robinson and 
Benj. Switzer. Schoenfeld had been the ac- 
knowledged leader of the tailors for years. 
He always took charge of their. strikes 
and has been successful in leading the tail- 
ors to victory. After he had resigned, the last 
great fight against the comtractors took 
place. This was only a few weeks ago. The 
comtractors repudiated thelr agreement 
with the brotherhood and#locked out their 
men, The tailors then begged Schoenfeld to 
take charge and lead them in the fight and 
he finally did so. The tailors won after a 
hard fight of several weeks. The contractors 
who are members of the Clothing Contracs 
ors’ Mutual Protectiv§ Association, signed 
a new agreement with the Brotherhood of 
Tailors, restoring the old system of weekly 
wages instead of tasks or piece work sys- 
tem. But now the contractors say the broth- 
oo ‘lived wp tothe new agree- 

ent. , , 


Yesterday the brotherhood ordered strikes 
in a number of the shops. The men in half 
of the shops refused to go out, however, 
Saying that they had nothing to complain 
of. The socialistic officers of the Brother- 
hood them appealed to the United Garment 
Workers, with which organigation the 
brotherhood is affiliated. 
the Garment Workers refused to interfere. 


.The contractors also appealed to the gen- 
‘eral executive board of the United Garment 


Workers and threatened to order a general 
lockout unless the strikes were stopped and 
the brotherhood compelled to live up to its 
agreement. : 

Chas, F. Reichers, President of the board, 
advised them not to do so, and said he 
would try to bring the trouble to an end. 
The genera] executive board of the United 


Garment Workers passed a resolution to; 


the effect that the socialist officers of the 
brotherhood were in the wrong and that 
they were ruining the order. They have 
permitted the sweatshops to open up again 
and are forcing socialism on both the talil- 
ors and the contractors. President Reich- 
ers said last night that he was not opposed 
to socialism, but that the United Garment 
Workers did not want it practiced in the 
government of the Brotherhood of Tallors 
or in any other of the unions affilated with 
the central body. 

The contractors are in an angry frame of 
mind over the actions of the Socialists and a 
general lockout may be ordered at any time,

Three’ Hundred Persons Injured and Many 


Houses Destroyed. 


The Ground for Miles Around Convulsed ‘as if by 
an Earthquake.

JOHANNESBURG, South African Repub- 
lic, Feb. 20.—Details are reaching this city 
to-day of what is probably the most disas- 
trous dynamite explosion on record in any 
part of the werld. Thousands of people have 
been rendered homeless by the terrible 
calamity, about 100 persons are believed to 
have been killed, some two or three hundred 


and about 200 wounded severely. In addi- 
tion it is estimated that about 100 more 
have, been less severely injured. Several 
of the wounded have since died of their in- 
juries. 

All the hospitals are filled with suffer- 
ers from the explosion and many private 
houses have been turned into refuges for 


men, women and children have been severely |’the wounded and homeless. + 


wounded and many others have been more 
or less injured. 

Viedendorp, the scene of the calamity, is 
a suburb of Johannesburg. In it are hud- 
dled members of the poorer classes of 
whites of the Rand, Malays, Kaffirs and 
Chinamen, who subsist for the most part 
by doing odd jobs about the place, which is 
a railway transfer station for the mining 
districts of the section. 

Among the freight cars standing on the 
shunt at Viedendorp yesterday there were 
eight trucks loaded ‘with dynamite. The 
deadly stuff was hidden Onder canvas cov- 
\erings to protect it from the rain and sun. 

As evening was approaching there was 
an explosion near the freight depot, so 
awful in the intensity of its force that the 

round for miles around was convulsed as 


7s before & gust of wind. 

The explosion had torn a hole 200 feet long 
and eighty feet wide over the spot where 
the eight trucks of dynamite stood but a 
few minutes before. The whole of that 
quarter of Johannesburg was literally 
blown to pieces. The effects of the explo- 
sion could be seen over a radius of more than 
& mile and almost everything within a half 
mile of where the trucks had been shunted 
for the night, was razed to the ground and 
crushed by the dynamite beyond redemp- 
tion. Iron work was twisted and torn, 
stones destroyed and brick work pulverized. 

On the ground were blackened shapes of 
human remains, 
scorched and torn. . 

The victims were mostly Malays, Kaffirs 
and Chinamen, the whites being in a minor- 
ity at Viedendorp, but in spite of this quite a 
humber of whites, including six girls, are 
among the many victims of this terrible 
calamity. 


In fifteen minutes after the explosion oc- 
curred the hodies of forty dead persons, all 
horribly mutilated, were picked up and 
carried away from the scene, - the 
serching of.the ruins continued without in- 
termission. Over 300 ef the most severely 
injured persons were also carried away 
and hundreds of other wounded persons 
were taken to places where they might 
cared for. ©

The rotten rope, ‘which was responsible 
for the frightful accident, was one which 
had been purchased for the hanging of 
Henze and Kaiser. Another rope had en 
obtained at that time, one for each man. 
When Gov. Stone commuted their sentences 
to life imprisonment, Sheriff Troll sold one 
of the ropes to the SheMff of the county, 
having in charge the execution of “Pacer” 
Smith, and the wife-killer was hanged 
with it. 

The other one was kept for an emergency. 
That it was not tested properly ig due to the 
fact that Sheriff Troll and his deputies have 
had no experience in such matters. 

Up to three years ago a man named Bob 
Humphrey had charge of this detail. He 
prepared the rope for all hangings and saw 
that it was properly tested. Hedied shortly 
after the Welsor hanging and since then 
there has been no‘ expert hangman in this 
vicinity. 

“There was nothing illegal in the execu- 
tion,” said Marshall F. McDonald.at noon, 
when tuld the particulars of the affair at the 
jail. ‘*tThe sentence read that Fitzgerald 
should be hanged by the neck until he was 
dead, and of course, .it was the Sheriff's 
duty to keep trying until he succeeded at 
the wretch ob.

The suffering of Fitzgerald after 
“breaking of the rope was something terri-

physicians were interviewed on the sub- 
ject with the appended .result: 

Dr. G. W. Broome: During one second a 
man could suffer a hundred deaths, The 
pain is indescribable. Only a doctor can 
realize it. The straining of the numerous 
nerves and laceration of muscles causés’ in- 
tense pain. I was not present, but the sud- 
den stretching of the spinal column, which 
occurred, added to Fitzgerald's suffering. 
The fact ‘that he talked very littJe, and when 
he did with apparent pain, shows the seri- 
ousness of his injuries. His neck was not 
broken, and if given proper attention he 
would have recovered. 

Dr. George. Thompson: It was an outrage 
and a most horrible butchery, The breaking 
of the rope was bad enough. Whe | lacerating 
of the muscles and tearing of the fiesh and 
the jar to the spinal column caused fearful 
pain. Why didn’t they re-hang him imme- 
diately? Hanging is a most brutal mode of 
capital punishment. Only in cases where 
the neck is broken immediately is the vic 
tim without pain. This causes«immediate 
se gg of the nerves and there is no 

ling in the body. In the majority of 
cases, where death is caused by strangula- 
tion, the suffering is intense. 

Dr. Samuel Houts: Death by hanging is 
@ most painful one. The suffering until life 
is crushed out cannot be described. The 
horrible butchery of this morning should 
go far to do away with the noose. If I 
wanted to kill a cow or a pg i would kill 
it quickly. A human should be shown the 
same consideration by the hangman... They 
must have been very careless. At any fate, 
they should have rehung him immediately 
an _ve him the suffering. 

Dr. Walbridge: It is a surprise to 
me that “the jar and intense pain didn’t 
cause death instantly. . Fitzgerald © suf- 
fered ten deaths. The wrenching of the 
spine, caused by a fall, affects nearly all the 
nerves In the neck, Still,the injury was not 
very serious cr paralysis ‘would have set in. 
The tearing of the muscles in the neck

Dr. W. R. McCall: Iam at a loss to find 
words ax~ enough to describe my senti- 
ments, ain Pitzgerald suffered lying 
waiting os ‘his next turn must have been 
intense.

Dr. P. French: Hanging at pe best is a 
slow and pain death.

HAMILTON’S RECORD REJECTED. 


Racing Board Gives Sanger’s Unpaced 
Mile Mark the Preference. 


After long weeks of discussion, Chairman 
Gideon of the Racing Board of the L. A. W. 
has disallowed the claim for the world’s un- 
paced mile record made by Wm. Hamilton 


at Colorado of 2 2-5 seconds. This decision 
gives the record to Walter C. Sanger, who 
made a mile in just the same time. It 
transpired shortly after Hamfilton’s record 
was made and announced that he had been 
paced to the tape by a quad which dropped 
him at that point, This explained the ex- 
tremely fast first third, which was extreme- 
ly phenomenal, and which was not under- 
stood by wheel enthusiasts. Sanger, on the 
contrary, was not paced even in his start 
and made the entire mile actually unpaced. 

The precedent for disallowing the claim 
of Hamilton was drawn from two'experi- 
ences of the same nature—one at Spring- 
field and one at Chicago. In both instances 
the referee refused to allow the mile to go 
as an unpaced mile when the rider was 
paced to the tape and there dropped. Mr. 
Gideon’s letter to Sanger informing him that 
the record has been given him, is as fol- 
lows: 

“You have undoubtedly heard ere this 
that the Racing Board has decided to give 
your record the preference, and Has refused 
to allow Hamilton’s as the unpaced world’s 
record.”’ 


MAHER IS READY. 


Awaits the Call of Time for His Fight 
With Fitz. 


EL PASO, Tex., Feb. 20.—Peter Maher 
came in from Las Cruces this morning to 
be in readiness to start for the battle ground 
at any time within the next 24 hours.

Theosophy and unrequited love has a 
driven G. C. Barnum, 70 years old, and 
j father-in-law of General Manager Dodd- 
ridge of the Missouri Pacific Railway, to 
' Insanity. Mr, Barnum was brought here. 
by a special officer from Hot Springs Thurs- 
day morning, and is now in St. Vincent’s 


Asylum. 

The first intimation that Mr. Doddridge 
had of Mr. Harnum’s affliction was when 
the latter called at his house, 3750 West- 
minster place, Sunday and announced that 
he was going that night to Hot Springs for 
an indefinite stay. His mind seemed clear 
at times, and again he would talk in a 
rambling, incoherent way as if he were 
mentally unbalanced. 
tHe seemed greatly exercised over some 

new theories of —ecsresy and insisted 
that he had penetrated far into the mys- 
teries of that doctrine, of which he had 
been a profound student for alittle more 
than a year. 

When this subject became temporarily 
exhausted he spoke of a Mrs. A. P. Mce- 
Crea of Hot Springs, for whom he pro- 
fessed a strange infatuation. He insisted 
that he was madly in love with Mrs. Mc- 
Creary, in spite of his more than 70 years 
of age, and he seemed never to weary of 
praising her virtues. It was his intention to 
marry her, he said, at his earliest oppor- 
tunity, and when an effort was made to 
dissuade him from his intentions, he grew 
angry and resented what he seemed to re- 
gard as unwarranted interference.

He acted a little strangely, but there was 
nothing in his conduct to lead to the belief 
that his mind was badly deranged. It was 
believed in fact that the signs of waning 
intelligence were due chiefly to advancing 
age. 

‘Tuesday night the collapse came without 
warning. .The officer who was watching 
him had relaxed his vigilance a littie and 
had retired to rest. The dashing widow 
had also gone to her room and Barnum 
Was supposed to be slumbering soundly in 
his own apartment. 

Shortly after midnight the occupants of 
the house were awakened from their slum-

They were followed by shrill cries of 
“‘murder! murder!” and then came the 
sound of crashing furniture. 

Two gentlemen who roomed in the house 
discovered that the cries came from Mrs. 
McCreary’s room, and hastening to force 
the door they discovered Barnum, executing 
@ war dance in his night shirt. Seizing a 
chair he smashed it over the dresser and 
then let out a yell like that of a Piute war- 
rior. 

Mrs. McCreary, en dishabille, fled scream- 
ine from the room.

He was deter- 
mihed to marry her, he said, and he re-

lt was found later on that Barnum had 
arisen from his bed and before going to Mrs. 
sicCreary’s room had wrecked every stick 

furniture in his room. The interior of 
the place looked like it had beer hit with 
“Then he had burst in the door of the 
widow's room, where she was slumbering P 
in peac ful unconsciousness of what was 
going on, and demanded that she marry 
him at once, 

When she screamed he began to smash 
the furniture. 

At the city jail Barnum was strapped so 
that he could not use his hands, and he 
raved wildly through the night. One of his 
hallucinations was that he was to be the 
next President of the United States. and 
after raving about this for a time. he 
would call for Mrs. McCreary and avow his 
love for her over and over again. 

Wednesday Barnum was brought to St. 
Louis, in charge of a special officer, and 
Sent at once to St. Vincent’s. 

It is believed that he is hopelessly in- 
sane. 

When seen Thursday Mr. Doddrid said: 
“I. think tnat the primary cause ee eae 
Barnum’s insanity is theosophy. He be- 
gan investigations along that line about a 
year ago and since that time he has talked 
of very little else. It was through his in- 
terest in theosophy that he first met Mrs. 
McCreary about a year ago. He spoke of 
her quite often, but not until last Sunday 
did he ever intimate to us that he was in 
Jove with her. He told us then that he had 
asked her to marry him and that she had 
at first declined, but had finally agreed to 
do so with our consent. ' 

“It was for this reason that I sent a 
special officer to the Springs to keep an 
eye on him.” 

Mr. Barnum’s home was at Columbus, 
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Neb., where he lived for many years, and 
where his wife died last spring. He is pos- 
sessed of considerable means and was for 
years a conspicuous figure in the business 
circles of his State.
